3« A labor battalion in Boletico was subordinate to the troop ironing grounds 
headquarters. The battalion numbered 22) to 2a0 soldiers and was organized 
into two or three companies * One of the companies was composed of a supply 
platoon, a labor platoon, a motor transport platoon, an engineer platoon 
and a signal platoon. This company was armed only with German rifles. The 
labor battalion maintained the buildings and technical installations at the 
training grounds and constructed the new cantonment buildings *

cawp where reservists took their annual summer training, has been known 
to be located near Bolotice since 19it7, It is used as a maneuver area by 
the 1st Inf Div and other component units of the 1st and 3rd J® s, and as an 
artillery and tank firing range.. 
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
